Chicago, June l l . — Suffrage advo­ 
cates among the delegates to the bi­ 
ennial convention of the General Fed­ 
eration of Women’s < lubs are busy 
marshaling their forces preparing for 
the expected battle over the suffrage 


resolution. 
Jane Addams. in making the first 
statement for suffrage since the con­ 
vention opened, said: 
“Without the 
franchise women are suddenly shut 
out of the game. a game played all 
over the world by statesmen who are 


mentioned nine agents a proposition 
to put in ovens sufficient to furnish 
them all with bread as good or bet­ 
ter than the Kansas City bread, if 
they will buy their bread of him.

“The Swamp Anger' Pleased. 


Washington, June ll-—The senate 
last night adopted the Simmons-Nor* 
ris amendment qualifying the canal 
tolls exemption repeal by a vote of 
50 to 24. 
The amendment provides that the 
passage of the repeal bill shall not 
be construed or held as a waiver or 
relinquishment 
of 
any 
rights the 
United States may have under the 
Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty 
with 
Great 
Britain. 
This was the first test vote after 
six weeks of debate on the repeal 
bill. 
Even the most optimistic sena­ 
tors who favored repeal had not ex­ 
pected the amendment to carry by so 
large a majority. 
It is not believed, however, that 
the bill itself can be put through by 
so great a margin. 
Nine 
democratic 
senators—Ash- 
urst, Martine, O’Gorman, Poinerene, 
Ransdell, Reed. Shields, Walsh and 
Williams—voted against the amend­ 
ment. 
Several of these, however, are ex­ 
pected to vote for the repeal bill, 
while several republicans w*ho sup­ 
ported the amendment are expected 
to line up against the bill. 
The amendment reads as follows:

St. Louis, Mo., June ll.—President 
B. F. Bush, of the Missouri Pacific- 
Iron Mountain, w’ho returned to St. 
Louis headquarters yesterday after­ 
noon. after a three days’ trip through 
Kansas, brings back most favorable 
reports concerning the 
crop 
pros­ 
pects. 
He said: 
“Monday I traveled 300 miles in 
Northern Kansas and found the wheat 
and hay crops in splendid condition. 
The wheat is the best ever grown in 
Northern Kansas, especially in the 
western section. 
It is more dense 
Ilian heretofore, and is expected to 
yield double per acre compared with 
the average year. 
The wheat will be 
fit for harvesting in ten days, and 
has advanced sufficiently in growth 
to be considered safe. 
“Other crops in that section I also 
found in fine condition. 
Corn looks 
most healthy. 
In tile large section 
of 
Northern 
Kansas I traversed I 
never say so small a portion of the 
land uncultivated, and the magnifi­ 
cent appearance of tile country im­ 
pressed me very forcibly. 
I found 
the people most optimistic concerning 
the outlook. 
“Tuesday I covered 435 miles dur­ 
ing the daylight hours through the 
wheat country, going south through 
Western Central Kansas from Salina 
via Geneseo, Wichita 
and 
Conway 
Springs, and east through Southern 
and Eastern Central 
Kansas, 
via 
Winfield. Coffeyville, 
Yates 
Center 
and Fort Scott. 
“Everywhere the best crop condi­ 
tions prevailed. 
The harvesting of 
wheat has begun on the Hardtner 
branch and Southern 
Kansas 
divi­ 
sions of our lines, and will be general 
throughout the entire section within 
a week. 
Harvest hands are coming 
into the state in large numbers, and 
a shortage of labor is not anticipated. 
“An increase of 20 per cent in acre­ 
age and from SO to IOO per cent in 
the yield is claimed to be a conserva­ 
tive estimate of the present wheat 
situation in that territory. 
The con­ 
ditions in the western part of the 
state are unusually good. 
“A prominent miller at Stafford, on 
our line in Southern Kansas, w'ho is 
regarded as an authority on the sub­ 
ject, and has traveled extensively in 
the state, has stated that h i would 
not bo surprised if it was found after 
the harvest that the wheat yield of 
Kansas was 200,000.000 bushels. 
The 
average yield of the state is about 
75,000,000 bushels. 
“A good crop of alfalfa has ’» ion 
harvested, and the second c r o ^ pre­ 
sents a splendid appearance. 1*0orn 
looks clean and healthy throughout 
the state, and oats, rye and barley, 
though not large in acreage, ajfe in 
fine condition. 
$ 
“I found both farmers 
and tmcr- 
chants jubilant everywhere. 
Travel­ 
ing salesmen state that the stocks of 
goods the merchants have on hand 
are low’, and that lumber stocks are 
low' also, but that both merchants and 
lumber dealers are 
buying 
freely, 
feeling assured that the big crop yield 
will make business conditions most 
active. 
“Our railroad bas been having its 
cars put in order for some time in 
anticipation of this big crop yield, 
and expects to be in position to han­ 
dle the business offered to 
when 
the shipments of the output of the 
farms begin. 
I also found our tracks 
in splendid shape to take care of the 
business.”
